“Behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest’ (John 4:35). 

“The harvest truly is great” (Luke 
10:2).

UR LORD AND SAVIOUR in 
f2 these two texts speaks of an 
abundant harvest. The truths 
of these texts were apparent in the days 
in which Christ lived. They are no less 
true today; the harvest truly is great. If 
any comparison could be made, it is 
greater in the respect that there are more 
people who need to be harvested for the 
Lord and Master than were living in the 
days of Jesus Christ’s residence here on 
this earth. 


An abundant harvest always needs 
some planning ahead in order to utilize 
and to take care of the harvest. A market 
must be found for the crop when it is 
harvested, or adequate space must be 
provided to store the harvest until it can 
be disposed of. In a spiritual sense, the 
great harvest that is before us requires 
planning ahead in order to reap the 
greatest benefits possible from this har- 
vest that is available to the church. 

The church today is faced with a 
problem of planning ahead or perishing 
away. If we fail to plan ahead, the 
growth of the church will be arrested 
and will result in the perishing away of 
its present potentials. The least that we 
can say is that if we fail to plan ahead, 
normal development will cease and the 
development of the church will be ar- 
rested, Things will come to a stand- 
still. It is for this reason that I come to 
you with this burden on my heart and 
stating to you that since the harvest is 
great, we must make plans for advance- 
ment on all fronts. 

In setting forth the proposition of 





planning ahead, I wish to embrace two 
particular phases of the work. One is 
that properties must be obtained if we 
are to plan ahead; the other is that 
definite and pertinent plans must be 
prepared for the expansion of the 
church in an ever-expanding popula- 
tion. 

I would like to mention three reasons 
for our planning ahead. First of all, we 
must plan ahead if we intend to have 
future places of worship for those who 
desire to follow the Lord in all His ful- 
ness. We owe it to our children and the 
coming generations to see that Churches 
of God are established, planted, and 
flourishing so that they in their day may 
have places where they can truly wor- 
ship God in spirit and in truth. 

Second, we need to adequately pro- 
vide for the coming population growth 
which is evident. A recent survey which 
is carried on by the National Industrial 
Conference Board sets forth very clearly 
our need for planning ahead. Population 
projections (that is, growth projections) 
by states were made. The result of their 
survey revealed that there was a pos- 
sibility that four states will show a de- 
crease between now and 1970. Five 
states will show population increases up 
to ten per cent. Twelve states will show 
population increases from ten to twenty 
per cent. Ten states will show popula- 
tion growth from twenty to thirty per 
cent. Six will show such growth of 
thirty to forty per cent. Six will show 
growth of forty to fifty per cent. Four 
states will show that by 1970 they "® 

















have increased over fifty per cent in 

pulation. These startling facts make us 
conscious that we must plan ahead to 
provide for these peoples who shall de- 
sire a place to serve God and to worship 
Him. 

Third, we must plan ahead if we are 
to obtain desirable places where church- 
es can be built and if we are to beat 
the rising prices of real estate which are 
evident on every hand. Choice building 
sites are rapidly becoming a premium 
in many areas, and if we stand idly by, 
the doors will be closed for making such 
progress. Housing developments are 
springing up overnight. Lands which 
once were farms or groves are rapidly 
being converted into vast areas of homes. 
Many of these spots have only a certain 
amount prorated for churches. The 
building codes of this day and age re- 
quire that adequate off-street parking be 
provided for these churches. If we fail 
to plan ahead, we will find ourselves 
squeezed out of communities because we 
failed to obtain properties when such 
properties were available. 

In the face of these startling facts we 
must do as our Lord commanded; we 
must lift up our eyes and look on the 
fields for they are white already to har- 
vest. We cannot afford to become short- 
sighted and be content to stay in our 
own community without an attempt to 
recognize the crying need of the thou- 
sands who are about us. We must cer- 
tainly look and see and recognize the 
need. In recognizing this need, I am 
quite sure that all of us will cry to the 
Lord for wisdom to know how to plan 
ahead. 


PLANNING ahead will 
mean, in the lives of many pastors and 
churches, the beginning of a spiritual 
conquest. Most churches feel that they 
are carrying about all the burden they 
can now and they are not in a position 
to expand and to go beyond their pres- 
ent obligations. Most pastors feel that 
they are not in a position to give up any 
of their members to start a new church; 
nor are they in a position to sacrifice 
any of their financial strength to the 
beginning of another work or to the 
purchase of properties which may plan 
for a future work. It takes an entirely 
unselfish, devoted Christian, whether 
minister or member, to make these plans 
for the future. To plan ahead means, in 
simple words, that we must bow our 
knees, our heads, and our hearts to the 


6" of God, bringing our own wants, de- 


sires and ambitions under subjection to 
almighty God that His cause and purpose 
may be accomplished in this world. De- 
cisions to plan ahead will not be ar- 
rived at easily. It may mean many nights 
spent in prayer, wrestling with the prob- 
lem. It may mean the shedding of many 
tears. But in the end, final conquest 
and victory over our own plans and pur- 
poses, when they are subjected to the 
higher will of God, will work out for 
the best interest of God and His church. 
When this conquest will have ended in 
victory for the Lord, there will be a 
degree of satisfaction in knowing that we 
have made a contribution toward the 
advancement of God’s cause and a meas- 
ure of self-satisfaction in knowing that 
we have bowed to the will of the Lord. 


If we plan ahead as the Lord would 
have us plan ahead, and as I feel the 
need of the day demands, it will mean 
some financial sacrifice, as before- 
mentioned, both on the part of the 
church and the individuals. We cannot 
plan ahead for the advancement of the 
church and the enlargement of God's 
kingdom without some sacrifice. For His 
work to grow, it must have the backing 
of our hearts, our hands, and our pocket- 
books. I am afraid we have been too 
prone, however, to feel that we are ful- 
filling our obligations by giving to for- 
eign missions and letting others carry 
out this work in a place far removed 
from us. The question has been asked, 
“Is our liberal giving to foreign mis- 
sions a means of easing our conscience 
for not doing the work around us and 
to escape our immediate responsibility?” 
All around us souls are dying and going 
to hell. People are crying out for the 
gospel to be preached in their area, and 
there are many hearts who are yet hun- 
gry for the message the Church of God 
has to offer them. In our planning 
ahead, let us also be assured that some 
financial sacrifice may be necessary. 


If we plan ahead, it may mean a 
personal sacrifice of some credit which 
is due the laborer. By this I mean that 
you may have to purchase properties or 
lay foundations for future work which 
may not immediately be realized under 
your direct administration. You may have 
gone on to some other field of labor 
either as a pastor or as an overseer. The 
foundation, however, that you lay and 
the plans that you make now for the 
work ahead will not be lost. Some of the 
laborers will reap the harvest which you 
have sown. To purchase land in new 


developments for a future site of a 
church may not show up as a new 
church under your administration. You, 
as an overseer or a pastor, may not be 
able to claim credit for a number of 
new churches organized. But if under 
your administration you can look ahead 
and see the work developing in a long- 
range, if you purchase lands, make 
plans, and lay foundations for work to 
come on later, God’s cause will have ben- 
efited and the church will reap a har- 
vest in days to come. Someone must 
plan ahead and some must make such 
sacrifices as have been suggested above. 
Who can better do that, save you? There 
is no one on whom we can depend ex- 
cept you, my fellow-minister and laborer 
in the gospel. 

Admitting that our planning ahead 
will involve such sacrifices as I have 
mentioned, and perhaps even more, is it 
worth the sacrifices? I think all of you 
would say, as one voice, a hearty 
“Amen!” For we today are reaping a 
harvest which someone sowed for us in 
the years gone by. If others are to reap, 
then we must sow some seed today. 
Christ said, “I sent you to reap that 
whereon you bestowed no labor. Other 
men labored and ye dre entered into 
their labors.” Again the words of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, “One soweth and an- 
other reapeth.” And one final answer to 
this question, “Is it worth the sacrifice?” 
I quote you again the words of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, “That both he that 
soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice 
together.” If we plan ahead, in that all 
glorious, rewarding day, all of us shall 
receive our just reward and shout the 
praises of God throughout all eternity 
with joy and victory evermore.

As the traffic light turned green, 
Mr. Ashcraft’s first impulse was to 
say, “Sorry, I’m in a hurry,” and 
speed away. Instead, he opened the 
door and said, “Come in.” 

He was able to do this only be- 
cause of a promise he made to 
God several years ago. 

Thomas Ashcraft divides his life 
into three important parts: the 
first, his rise from pan boy in a 
bakery to Executive Vice-President 
of the Carroll Baking Company 
(Dutch Oven Bakeries) in Atlanta, 
Georgia; the second was the change 
in 1942 from a miserable sinner 
to a happy Christian. 

Six years ago, during a watch- 


when he met his newest prospect. 

As the small, dark man slid into 
the front seat beside him, he eyed 
Ashcraft’s car admiringly, remark- 
ing, “Nice car. Oldsmobile, ain’t it?” 

Ashcraft wasn’t sure that the 
shudder which passed over his body 
was due to the gust of cold air 
from the opened door or whether 
it was apprehension lest the stran- 
ger thrust a gun into his side and 
snarl, “Stick ’em up, Mister.” 

True to his promise to God, Ash- 
craft talked to the man about his 
soul until they arrived at the taxi 
stand. He was relieved when the 
stranger got out. Under the dim 
light, Ashcraft studied him as he 





pulled his worn jacket closer i 
the bitter cold. “This man is «€ 
ordinary bum,’ Ashcraft thought; 
“he looks more like a hardened 
criminal.” 

The man returned to the car 
and said hesitantly, “It’s terrible 
cold waiting for a cab. ... You 
wouldn’t be willing to—to—” his 
eyes were begging. 

“All right, I’ll take you home,” 
said Ashcraft opening the door for 
the second time. 

The two were silent for a while, 
then the stranger talked in what 
was meant to be a gentler voice, 
“Ain’t many guys would be kind 
enough to do this to someone like 
me.” 

“Glad to be of help, Sir,” Ash- 
craft replied. “Ever since the Lord 
came into my heart and changed 
my life, I have tried to bring others 
to Him.” 

And then Ashcraft told the story 
of how, though his mother had been 
a devout Christian, he had insisted 
on trying the ways of sin; and how 
he finally found peace and hap- 
piness when he accepted Christ six- 
teen years before at the age of 
thirty-three. 

Mr. Ashcraft shot a quick glance 
at his companion’s expressionless 
face. The marks of sin and dissipa- 
tion were clearly visible, but there 
was more than that. His eyes were 
crafty and there was a dangerous 
set to his chin and mouth. 

But now his face began to relax, 
and he spoke in a broken voice 
that contrasted strangely with his 
appearence. 

“You remind me of someone who 
used to talk like that to me. I never 
did pay much attention to him, 
but it sounds different coming from 
you. Mister, I want to confess some- 
thing. 

‘I’m the meanest man _ in 
Georgia. Been in every jail in the 
state, even took a rap in Alcatraz. 
I’m one of the seven that escaped 
from the pen in Georgia where they 
said it couldn’t be done.

With a desperate, silent prayer, 
Ashcraft continued witnessing and 
urging the man to accept the Lord. 
But after the criminal had mo- 
mentarily opened up, he lapsed into 
an utterly unresponsive attitude. 
They drove for a long time in si- 
lence. When they finally reached 
a tenement district, the man point- 
ed to an old frame building saying, 
“This is where I’m staying.” 

Relieved that they had come 
safely thus far, Mr. Ashcraft said, 
“Before you go, would you mind 
if I prayed for you?” 

“No, thanks; I want you to come 
into the house with me.” The con- 
vict gave a piercing look that sent 
shivers down Ashcraft’s spine. 


“This is it,” thought Ashcraft. 
“This is the trap he has been lead- 
ing me into. Doubtless he has con- 
federates in the house who even 
now might be looking out of the 
window studying my new Olds- 
mobile and estimating the contents 
of my wallet!” 

“But it’s three o’clock,” Mr. Ash- 
craft protested as he anxiously 
looked at his watch. “I—I— really 
wouldn’t want to disturb anyone.” 

“Didn’t you say you wanted to 
pray with me?” the stranger re- 
minded, looking curiously disap- 
pointed. “C’mon in,” he urged, with 
an impatient sweep of his skinny 
hand. 

There was nothing else Ashcraft 
could do but follow him to the door. 
As Ashcraft stood in the darkened 
hall, he heard lights flip on in 
another part of the building. There 
was no sound except the heavy 
breathing of a man. Then a voice 
from another room called, “Who’s 
there?” 

“It’s me and a friend of mine,” 
replied the convict. 

The hall light was snapped on, 
and Mr. Ashcraft looked into the 
sleepy face of a man who looked 
surprisingly like the convict. 

“That’s my brother,” the convict 
said, as he pointed at the older 
man. Then, indicating Ashcraft, he 
added, “This man has been talking 
to me about. God.” 


& Immediately the older man’s face 





brightened. “Come into the kitch- 
en,” he invited. 

During the next few minutes 
Ashcraft discovered that his com- 
panion’s brother was a Christian 
who had been praying for many 
years for his sinning brother. 

With the restraint of fear com- 
pletely lifted, Ashcraft continued 
to earnestly plead with the crimi- 
nal: “You see how much God loves 
you. He answered your brother’s 
prayer by sending me to you. Won’t 
you give yourself to the Lord Jesus 
right now?” 

It didn’t take much more per- 
suasion before the man knelt and 
poured out a heartbroken confes- 
sion of his need. After he became 
subdued, he quietly opened his 
heart to receive Jesus. There was 
much rejoicing as the two brothers 
first embraced each other, then Mr. 
Ashcraft, thanking him heartily for 
his interest and love. 

When Mr. Ashcraft returned 
home he was too happy to sleep. 


The next day he related his ex- 
perience to the businessmen, who 
were encouraged to continue to ful- 
fill their pledge to witness for 
Christ at every opportunity. 

The criminal was subsequently 
pardoned and is now living a con- 
sistent Christian life. He has 
changed so greatly that he doesn’t 
even look the same. It isn’t so much 
the twenty-five pounds of weight 
that he has gained, but his trans- 
formed countenance that makes 
the difference. He is a member 
of a fundamental church and runs 
his own gas station. 

One of the first things he did 
was write to several buddies in 
prison, giving his testimony. He has 
also been speaking to a number 
of youths in his neighborhood who 
were inclined toward delinquency 
and has been able to influence them 
to turn away from a life of crime. 

No wonder he says: “This last 
year has been the happiest year 
of my_ life.” 
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STEWARDSHIP IN ACTS OF THE APOSTLES 


1. A Continuation From the Gospels 

The events recorded in the Acts of the Apostles are 
a continuation of those with which the Gospel writers 
end. For that reason, the book of Acts has been justly 
called the Fifth Gospel. In view of this, we cannot 
define stewardship according to Acts without refer- 
ence to the Gospels. 

Many of the germinant ideas relative to steward- 
ship in the Gospels assume their full dimension in 
Acts. For example, the function of “bearing witness” 
in behalf of Christ appears first in the Gospels; but 
this idea is amplified in Acts, where it is freighted 
with the fact of Jesus’ resurrection, messiahship, and 
exclusive saving ability. In the Gospels, the global 
commission is given by Christ to His disciples; in 
Acts that commission is unfolded and executed. In 
the Gospels, the nature and importance of steward- 
ship are stressed; in Acts, the world-wide dimension 
of the task. The predominant theme in Acts is mis- 
sionary stewardship—that is, the broad extension 
and dissemination of the good news of salvation by 
those entrusted with the message. 


2. The Apostolic Witness 

The one word which, more than any other, rep- 
resents the idea of stewardship in Acts is “witness.” 
The term appears as representative of both the one 
who witnesses and the act or result of witnessing 
(testimony). The prototype of the apostolic witness 
is seen to some degree in the ministry of John the 
Baptist. The Fourth Gospel says that he “came for a 
witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all men 
through him might believe” (John 1:7). Jesus termed 
His disciples “witnesses” of the Gospel (Luke 24:48). 
These instances suffice to illustrate the important 
legal connotation attached to the term “witness.” The 
sole purpose of a witness is to contribute evidence 
which will attest and substantiate the claims of some- 
one else. For the Christian, that someone is Christ. 

The apostolic witness covered the entire range of 
Jesus’ life and ministry, but it was focused primarily 
on His resurrection from the dead. This emphasis 
was of cardinal importance because Christianity 
either marched to greater victories or crumbled to 
defeat from such a pivotal point. The apostles be- 
lieved in the resurrection because they had seen Je- 
sus alive on several occasions after the crucifixion. 
Nevertheless, the world, which had not seen, also had 
to believe that Jesus was risen from the dead in order 
to be saved (cf. Romans 10:9). Hence, it is not 
strange that the resurrection fact permeated the 
preaching of the apostles. “And with great power gave 
the apostles witness of the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus” (Acts 4:33). 

It is very significant to note that many faithful 
believers of the early church were witnesses unto 
death. In the English language, a person whose life 
is taken because of his stand for Christ is called a 
“martyr.” This word is derived from martys, the Greek 
for “witness.” Stephen, the earliest prominent ~ex- 
ample in the New Testament of one who gave his life 


for the Lord, is rightly called a “martyr” (Acts 22:20). & 
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This principle of faithful representation and witnes- 
sing unto death characterized the ministry of the 
early Christians, who would spare no expense, not 
even their own lives, in standing for the One who 
had laid down His life for them (John 15:13). 


3. The World-Wide Dimension of Stewardship 

The Great Commission. At this point, we fix our at- 
tention on the very heart of the Acts of the Apostles— 
the missionary dimension of stewardship. The history 
recorded in Acts of the growth and expansion of the 
church causes us to conclude that the early Christians 
endeavored to carry out in their generation the gos- 
pel commission given by Jesus. 

Each of the five locations of the great commission 
in the New Testament involves the vital idea of wit- 
nessing which has already been mentioned. Allusions 
to witnessing are evident in three instances: Matthew 


28:19, “. . . in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost”; Mark 16:17, “In my 
{[Jesus’] name .. .”; and John 20:21, “. .. as my 


Father hath sent me, even so send I you.” In the 
other two instances, the disciples are explicitly called 
“witnesses” (Luke 24:48; Acts 1:8). 


Before Jesus ascended, He commanded the disciples 
to tarry in Jerusalem until they were “endued with 
power from on high” (Luke 24:49). His promise was, 
“Ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence” (Acts 1:5). Having received this baptism 
in the Holy Spirit with the accompanying power, they 
were, according to Jesus, to be witnesses for Him “in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 1:8). 
Here Jesus laid out the general geographical pattern 
which the expanding witnessing was to follow. We are 
interested primarily at this point in the early church’s 
response to the great commission—whether they fol- 
lowed the prescribed route immediately or gradually 
and what the factors were which accelerated and 
gave momentum to the execution of the commission. 


The Expanding Apostolic Witness. Strictly from the 
standpoint of missionary endeavor, the progress of 
the apostolic church apparently falls into three gen- 
eral chronological periods; namely, the church as (1) 
static (Acts 1-7), (2) moving (Acts 8-12), and (3) 
aggressive (Acts 13-28). We must bear in mind, while 
looking at each of these periods separately, that “the 
uttermost part of the earth” was and yet is the goal 
of the gospel. However, the early church spent ap- 
proximately seventeen years in Jerusalem, Judaea, 
Samaria, and nearby outlying regions. It was not until 
around A.D. 47 that Paul began a tour which car- 
ried the gospel to the continent of Asia. 


When we refer to the earliest years of the church 
as static, we do not mean lifeless. The disciples had 
power just as Jesus had promised. The supernatural 
life of Christ pervaded the church. Even multitudes 
of souls were being saved, but only around Jeru- 
salem, 

The life of Christ was further manifested in the 
harmony and fellowship of the community. “And they 
continued stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine, and fel- 


eo” and in breaking of bread, and in prayers” 


(Acts 2:42). The Greek term for fellowship is 
koinonia, a participation or sharing in something with 
others. But fellowship must have a missionary dimen- 
sion. The fellowship of the early Church, during this 
particular period, was limited primarily to the con- 
fines of Judaea. They were not pushing out their 
frontiers so that the unsaved world might partake of 
the gospel and the gift of eternal life. 

Next we shift our attention to the eighth chapter of 
Acts and note a quickly changing scene. In this sec- 
ond period, the church was scattering and moving 
outward like spokes of a wheel diverging from the 
hub. But from all indications, the impetus the church 
received and the momentum it gained were not en- 
tirely the results of internal power. The major ex- 
ternal factor of persecution was the catalyst which 
put the church on the move. We have this account 
from the pen of Luke: “And at that time there was 
a great persecution against the church which was at 
Jerusalem; and they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judaea and Samaria, ex- 
cept the apostles. Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went everywhere preaching the word. Then 
Philip went down to the city of Samaria and preached 
Christ unto them” (Acts 8:1, 4, 5). 

We are told that Saul, the Pharisee (later known as 
Paul), spearheaded the mass persecution of the 
church. Saul’s strategem was “divide and conquer.” 
However, in the midst of apparent annihilation, a 
strange paradox resulted from the invidious efforts of 
Satan to destroy the church. Instead of. disintegrating, 
the church underwent miraculous growth. Everyone 
became a missionary. Philip, the evangelist, went im- 
mediately to Samaria and a great revival ensued. We 
also follow his itinerary to the desert region near 
Gaza, to Azotus, and to Caesarea. We trace the min- 
istry of Peter to Samaria, Lydda, Joppa, Caesarea, 
and Antioch. Christian congregations sprang up every- 
where, including the far-distant Damascus. 

The church was undergoing such a _ saltatory 
growth that one might assume that the great com- 
mission was being carried out to the letter. However, 
Luke incorporates the following note in the history: 
“Now they which were scattered abroad upon the per- 
secution that arose about Stephen travelled as far as 
Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, PREACHING THE 
WORD TO NONE BUT UNTO THE JEWS ONLY” 
(Acts 11:19). 

The church was definitely on the move, carrying the 
gospel even into gentile territories, but only the Jews 
of the Diaspora (Hellenists) were partaking of its 
benefits. Although the apostles had already concluded 
that God had included the gentiles in the plan of sal- 
vation (Acts 11:1, 18), the missionaries as a whole 
were not yet preaching the gospel “to every creature.” 

In the third stage, the church emerges as not only 
mobile but aggressive. The history of the church from 
Acts 13 to the end of the book gives us a picture that 
is in agreement with Jesus’ prophetic statement, “... I 
will build my church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it” (Matthew 16:18). This prediction 
has been interpreted by some in terms of the forces

THE NEW TESTAMENT DOCTRINE OF 
STEWARDSHIP 
(Continued from page 9) 


of evil prevailing offensively against the church. Such 
an interpretation admits the powerlessness of Satan 
to crush the church but nevertheless gives the idea 
that the church is merely “holding its own” in the 
world. Was this what Jesus had in mind? We think 
not; in fact, we believe that the very converse is the 
case. Basic to the “gates of hell” seems to be the 
analogy of gates to a city, closed and barricaded to 
prevent an advancing army from making entrance. We 
further visualize the militant forces as they batter 
down the gates and rush in to make the conquest. It 
seems only logical, therefore, that Jesus conceived of 
the church as militant, marching like a mighty army 
against the strongholds of evil, crushing the gates 
which imprison multitudes, wresting the captives from 
the hands of Satan, and turning them to God and 
His kingdom. 

It was the Apostle Paul who became the vanguard 
of the church as he marched over the Mediterranean 
world with the gospel, “the power of God unto sal- 
vation.” While he and Barnabas were ministering in 
the church at Antioch, the Holy Spirit called them to 
go forth on the first missionary journey (Acts 13:1-3). 
We are careful to note that they preached only in 
the Jewish synagogues at first (Acts 13:5, 14). But in 
making Paul an apostle, the Lord had already said, 
“. .. he is a chosen vessel unto me, TO BEAR MY 
NAME BEFORE THE GENTILES” (Acts 9:15). Paul 
later recalled that Ananias of Damascus had told him, 
“For thou shalt be his witness unto all men... .” 
(Acts 22:15). 

Opposition from his own people, the Jews, con- 
stituted one of the reasons why Paul broadened the 
scope of his ministry. Having left the island of Cyprus, 
Paul and Barnabas went northward into Asia Minor, 
stopping at Antioch in Pisidia. Here the Apostle 
preached forcefully, surveying the entire range of 
Hebrew history, and proving that Jesus was the most 
important person in that history as Messiah and Sav- 
iour. The Jews would not accept his witness. They 
violently contradicted his message and blasphemed 


& his person. Let us notice the Apostles’ courageous 


reaction: “Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and 
said, It was necessary that the word of God should 
first have been spoken to you: but seeing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourselves unworthy of ever- 
lasting life, LO, WE TURN TO THE GENTILES” 
(Acts 13:46). 

From this crucial point, the Apostle pushed onward 
and outward to preach the gospel. He traversed the 
breadth of Asia Minor, crossed the Aegean Sea, and 
evangelized both Macedonia and Greece. As he en- 
larged his frontiers and established new churches, he 
was faced with “having no more place” (Romans 
15:23) to preach the good news except in the yet un- 
evangelized areas. His eyes were on the furthest out- 
post in the West. In writing to the Romans, the Apos- 
tle expressed his intention to go as far as Spain via 
Rome (Romans 15:24, 27). In view of the fact that 
Paul always strived “to preach the gospel, not where 
Christ was named” (Romans 15:20) and to reach the 
“regions beyond” (2 Corinthians 10:16), we have no 
doubt that Eusebius was correct in saying that he 
went to the extreme western point.

BIBLE VERSE 
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NAE Leaders Deplore Prot- 
estants’ Response to Pope 
John XXIlIl’s Call 


Pope John XXIII’s recent call for 
an ecumenical council to discuss 
ways of bringing about Christian 
unity has drawn a strong statement 
from leaders of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals. The Exec- 
utive Committee of the NAE de- 
plored “the division in the ranks of 
Protestantism” in a sharply worded 
statement issued following a meet- 
ing in Chicago on February 10. 

This is a sharp contrast to the 
response from liberal Protestantism 
and the Orthodox churches which 
has ranged from enthusiastic to 
cautious approval. 

The NAE statement said: 

“NAE deplores the division in the 
ranks of Protestantism in response 
to the call of the Pope for an ecu- 
menical council. Historically, Prot- 
estants have always stood for two 
things: 

“1. Final authority of Scripture 

in faith and life, and 

“2. Liberty of the believer to in- 

terpret Scripture subject to 
the Holy Spirit. 

“The favorable attitude of lib- 
eral Protestants toward possible 
Protestant-Catholic cooperation ig- 
nores these mighty gains of the 
Reformation and, thus, fails the 
great Protestant public.” 


Police Close Churches in 
Spain 


MADRID (EP)—Three Spanish 
Baptist churches have, been closed 
by the police. Largest of the three 
is a new structure built by an ex- 
panding congregation at Calle 
Verdi. After the new church was 
built, the police refused to allow its 
doors to be opened for worship. 

Another church at Pueblo Nuevo, 
reconstructed after being destroyed 
by the civil war, has also been shut 
down. A third is the Baptist Church 
at Turo de la Peira. 

A pastor in Madrid who defied 
the police ban is due to appear in 
court soon. 
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When the Justices Go to 
Church 


WASHINGTON (EP) — When 
church-going time comes along the 
nine members of the United States 
Supreme Court file some pleasantly 
“dissenting opinions.” 

Chief Justice Earl Warren, al- 
though from a Methodist family 
background, attends a Baptist 
church here in the capital. 

Although a Baptist church in 
Alabama lists him as a member, 
Justice Hugo Black reportedly at- 
tends a Unitarian church here fre- 
quently. 

Single “votes” in church prefer- 
ence are cast by Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, Jewish; Justice Wil- 
liam J. Brennan, Jr., Roman Cath- 
olic; Justice Charles Evan Whit- 
taker, Methodist; and Justice Potter 
Stewart, Episcopalian. 

And the “majority report” is that 
of three Presbyterians: Justices 
John Marshall Harlan, William O. 
Douglas and Tom C. Clark. 


Prayer Focus on Spain 


Sunday, March 15, will find 
evangelical Christians around the 
globe joining in a “World Day of 
Prayer” for Spain. 

And well they might, for its need 
is great. 

Evangelicals in Spain cannot 
erect buildings which by sign, sym- 
bol or architectural design are 
identifiable as churches. 

Neither can they issue public in- 
vitations for acceptance of Christ, 
or operate a Christian school or 
college. 

They cannot establish hospitals, 
publishing houses or bookstores. 

It is difficult, and in some cases 
impossible, for Protestants to be 
married. If a person was as an in- 
fant registered in the baptistry rec- 
ord of Spain’s traditional religion, 
he may forced to wait one or 
two or even three or four years for 
permission to be married. 

These conditions have existed for 
some time, but recent years have 
seen only a worsening of the sit- 
uation. Three years ago the Span- 
ish government seized all the Bi- 


bles and New Testaments of the 
Spanish Bible Society, and since 
that time has imposed a rigid pro- 
hibition on all printing, importation 
or circulation of the Scriptures. 

Government orders have also 
forced the closing of all Protestant 
schools in Spain, including the 
a Theological Seminary of Ma- 

rid. 

During 1957, 20 Protestant 
churches were closed. In 1958, local 
governments permitted a number 
of new buildings to be erected for 
growing Protestant rg cape 
But after they were built, the gov- 
ernment issued stern directives for- 
bidding their use. In all six church- 
es, the largest of these the Bap- 
tist Church of Calle Verdi in Bar- 
celona, were closed during the past 

ear. 

With freedom of press, education, 
worship and even marriage sup- 
pressed, evangelicals of Spain went 
to prayer on February. They watch 
with hopeful eye the formation of 
the new Unio Espanola (Spanish 
Union) political party by strange- 
bedfellow liberals and rightists who 
have joined forces to oppose the 
Franco regime. And they wait for 
all of evangelical Christendom to 
join them in heartfelt prayer on 
March 15. 


Cheering Australians 
Greet Graham 


SYDNEY, Australia (EP) — A 
cheering welcome was accorded 
American Evangelist Billy Graham 
on his arrival here February 11, 
More than 2,000 persons, including 
many women with children in their 
arms, were on hand to shout their 
welcome and sing hymns as Gra- 
ham arrived for his Australian 
campaigns.

A different emphasis will be per- 
ceived this year at the Seventeenth 
Annual Convention of the National 
Association of Evangelicals to be 
held April 6-10 in Hotel Statler- 
Hilton, Los Angeles. 

The Convention Committee in 
making plans for the gathering de- 
cided that the actual work of NAE 
and its various commissions and 
affiliates deserved a larger place in 
the program. The committee was 
further convinced that evangeli- 
cals need to know more concerning 
what the NAE is and what it is do- 
ing to promote the cause of Christ. 
Opportunity will be given during 
this convention for delegates to ob- 
serve the many positive emphases 
of the evangelical movement. “For- 
ward Together” will be the theme 
of all sessions. 

One of these points of emphasis 
is the work of NAE’s sundry arms. 
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cation, Dr. Carl F. H. Henry will 
speak on “Evangelicalism and the 
Academic Approach,” telling how 
evangelicals may go “Forward To- 
gether” in C t-centered higher 
education, and Dr. Mark Fakkema 
will answer the question, “What Is 
the Christian School?” confining 
his address to Christ-centered ele- 
mentary and secondary education. 
Work of the Church Extension and 
Home Missions Commission will be 
described by Dr. Luther Grubb, who 
use as subject, “New 
Churches for a New America.” The 
Chaplaincy Commission expects to 
feature a Civil Air Patrol team in 
uniform. Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, just 
returned from a world tour, will 
present the cause of Foreign Mis- 
sions. General William K. Harrison 
will tell how evangelicals may 
march “Foward Together” in 
Evangelical Child Welfare. And 
thus one might go on and on 
through the complexities of NAE’s 
score and more branches—each 
having its special function but all 
going “Forward Together” to 
achieve the unified purpose for 
which the National Association of 
Evangelicals came into being. 


“A practical and most construc- 
tive phase of the convention will be 
the Commission meetings and 
Workshops scheduled for each 
morning. Meeting in separate con- 
ference rooms each group will have 
its own program conducted by lead- 
ers in particular fields. For ex- 
ample, the Social Action Commis- 
sion will convene each morning at 
8:30 in the Golden State Room. 
Theme of the session on Tuesday 
will be “A Christian Program of 
Counseling for Evangelicals.” Im- 
plementing the theme will be ad- 
dresses on “Principles and Tech- 
niques of Counseling” and “Coun- 
seling with the Emotionally and 
Mentally Disturbed.” At the Wed- 
nesday session emphasis will be 
placed on “A Christian Program of 
Sex Education for Evangelicals,” in- 
cluding a film on delinquency. On 
Thursday morning “A Christian 
Program for Welfare” will be un- 
der discussion, and at the closing 
period on Friday the time will be 
devoted to “The Place of the Chris- 
tian in Law Enforcement,” “The 
Place of the Christian in Welfare 
Work,” and “The Christian and the 
Control of Indecent Literature.” 
Comparable workshop sessions will 
be going on simultaneously each 
morning—with concentration on a 
special phase of the many-faceted 
program of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals. There will

Dr. Harold Erickson will 
point up the ever-present need for 
Spirit-guided faith in his address, 
“Evangelical Optimism Faces For- 
ward.” Rev, Thomas F. Zimmerman 
will emphasize “the greatest of 
these” when he speaks on “Love’s 
Third Dimension.” Dr. Paul S. Rees, 
out of his world-wide experience 


in the Billy Graham crusades and 
other evangelistic rallies, will use 
as his subject, “The World Evan- 
gelism Challenge.” Mr. John Noble, 
author of “I Was a Slave in 
Russia,” will inspire all Americans 
within the sound of his voice to 
fervent thanksgiving for their God- 
given blessings when he tells about 
“Religion Behind the Iron Curtain.” 
Dr. L. Nelson Bell, executive editor 
of Christianity Today, who is inter- 
nationally known as a former med- 
ical missionary to China and the 
father-in-law of Evangelist Billy 
Graham, will bring the closing 
challenge of the convention for all 
evangelicals everywhere to go “For- 
ward Together.”
